This change has been made to correct a problem under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph and make clear that the serration of claim 10 was the same serration in claim 
1. 

In claim 20, line 1 , the dependency has been changed from "9" to - 1 --. 

This change was made because claim 20 depended on claim 9, but claim 9 was 
cancelled and its subject matter was incorporated into claim 1. 

Claims 14-16 have been canceled as being drawn to an embodiment that was 
elected without traverse. 

Claims 1-13 and 17-20 are allowable in that none of the art has the scored 
pattern in the insulation layer with at least one serration. Pages 10 and 1 1 discuss the 
advantages of the serrations.
